A perfect calm 1ms fallen upon things 
political in this Province. Comniuni- 
tioa which a few wocka sinco were ex- 
cited aiul disturbed by the struggles of 
^^contending &Gtioiis have settled do>vn 
'£o"a condition of quietude and inaction 
that, under some circumstances, might 
prove prejudicial to the public weal, 
but which, under the existing state of 
affairs, cannot be too much commoudod. 
The country is, for the time, in a con- 
dition of political transition. The 
policy of the lato Government has been 
set aside by popular opinion, and the 
promulgation of the " now order " is 
anxiously, but quietly, awaited. jMen 
of every political creed feel that it 
would bo un])atriotic and ungenerous to 
atteok the Ministry before they have 
had a chanco to bo heard and a fair 
trial has been given them to state what 
they mean to do and how they propose 
to do it. Like the young bear, the 
troubles of the Jlinistry are beforo 
thcni, and thoy will require all the con- 
sideration that can be extended — even 
of those who ha\'e expressed themselves 
hostile to the 2)ertioimcl of the new 
Government — for, in truth, their task 
is a didicult and dangerous one. A 
single false ministerial step miglit pn;- 
cipitate a crisis, th(! efl'cct of which all 
would live to bitlci-ly deplore. But 
the calm must not be mistaken for stag- 
nation. There is no disposition mani- 
fest on the part of anyone to shirk the 
responsibilities and duties that ])ertain 
to the Government of a province so 
rich in undeveloped wealth as British 
Columbia. The world is going 'round 
as usual. The wants and requirements 
of the people are as great at this as at 
any other time, and the day is fast ap- 
proaching when w(! must either grow 
apace or diminish rapidly. Wo shall 
over maintain that- the policy of in- 
ternal development which the last Gov- 
ernmeHt inaugurated was sound and 
wholesome, and we liaA'e at present no 
reason to doubt that the new adminis- 
tration will not take up the work 
where- their predecessors laid it ilown 
and try and push the Province on to 
greatness. Every country sees days 
when all the avenues to growth appear 
closed to its people ; Imt steady, 
persovei'ing, manly eflbrt, worthy 
the immenso resources of our coun- 
try and tlic store of undeveloped 
energy the Province contains, has 
always surmounted dillicultie.s. At 
this moment there is a criSs in the 
mining interests of the country, and 
some whose hearts beat high with hope 
a few weeks ago are depressed and cast 
down because the future' appears 

cluuilcti and pi'ospccla lire dlimiiod. iTay 

WO not venture to say that it is tho 
duty of the Government to remove 
these doubts — to take speedy and effec- 
tual steps to transfer from tho realm of 
doubt to the plane of c(!rtainty the one 
great and abiding interest which will 
yet mark out the higiii-oad to Colum- 
bia's greatness and power ? Tium the 
present there was never a more favora- 
ble time for tlio furtherance of a great 
object. Individual eflbrt has done 
much. Latent energy and enterprise 
have been called into action and the 
people have sho^m that they are capa- 
ble of great things when really put to 
it. But there has come an end to indi- 
vidual enterprise and exertion. Tho 
responsibility is gi-eater than the few 
shoulders on which it rests can longer 
support, and in their extremity the 
country turns to tho Government; — the 
Government which is neither liam])ered 
by political opjjonents nor disturbed by 
unfriendly criticism, and therefore feel 
tliat any forward movement it may see 
fit to take at this important juncture 
will' meet with tho liearty approval of 
men of every political hue. So far, 
. then, as the development of the mineral 
resources of the country go, the lull in 
politics is peculiarly favorable for im- 
mediate action by tlie "Mini.stry, who 
we again venture to hope (as we did at 
the commencement) have not mistaken 
the perfect calm that prevailajfor utter 
stagnation.

way. While he was constable in Koot- 
enay he compelled the Kootenay judges 
to obey hia orders, and since his pro- 
motion they, or either of thoni, never 
ventured to sit beside him on the Bench. 
If Kootenay is " the most peaceable 
District in tho Province " wo may 
thank tiie magistrate who compelled 
the " Judges " to obey the law.

VicTOKiA, July lOth, 1878. 
Editor Colonist : — The attention of 
mcmbors of Victoria Rifles who fired in 
tlie lato match botwooii Seattle and Vic- 
toria having boon dirocted to a commuiii- 
c.\tion from Mr. Jack Lovj' in your issue 
of this date, I am requested to ask tlic 
indulgence of a small space in your col- 
umns to reply to tlio somewhat severe re- 
marks of your corrcspondont. In order 
that tho public may bo correctly informod 
of tlif. reasons wliy tho return mutoli wao 
unavoidably postponed it is necessary tliat 
tho full facta of the ca.so should bo made 
known. 

In the firai place, wlien the Seattle team 
visited Victoria on the 24;th May last (tlic 
occasion of tho riflo contest) they gave tho 
Victoria team to understand that it w.ia 
extremely iuiprobablo wo should bo invit- 
ed to a return matcli on tlio 4tli of July, 
giving as one of tlicir reasons that tlie 
celebration of their national anniversary 
was this year to bo hold at Olympia, and 
that being tho case thoy did not see how 
the match could come off. 

Secondly, some twelve or fourteen days 
prior to tho invitation from Seattle being 
received, a challoiigo was received from 
Now Wcatininstor to shoot a luatcli tlicre 
on the 1st July. The Victoria team, feel- 
ing that thoy would not bu expected at 
Seattle, accepted tho challongo 'of No^^• 
Westminster. 

On tho rocoipt of tho invitation fnjiu 
Seattle overy eiidcivor was made to get 
up a team, tho Victoria iiion feeling tliat 
although their ongagemont witli New 
Westminster could not bo broken, yet 
thoy were in honor bound, if possilde, not 
to di.sappoint their friends of Seattle. I 
regret to say tliat it wa.f found to be im- 
posaiblo for a team to visit both New 
Wostniinstor and Seattle, their business 
engagements preventing tho men being 
absent for so long a time. 

Tlio Seattle team were informed at the 
earliest possible moment that it was very 
doubtful whether tho challenge could bo 
accepted, but that an exertions wijuld be 
spared up to tho last moment to comply 
with their request. On tho 28th Juno a 
further coinniunication was addressed to 
tho secretary of tho Seattle Club inform- 
ing liim that in consequence of having ac- 
cepted the N.W. challenge tho Victoria 
team were reluctantly compelled to de- 
cline their invitation for the "Ith of July. 

I think I need not say, Mr. Editor, that 
it would have been a great pleasure to us 
to havo again met our American cousins 
in a friendly contest, having a lively re- 
membranco of tlio groat pleasure and 
friendly treatment wo received on our 
visit la.st year ; and trust that next 4th of 
July, if nut earlier, an opportunity will 
bo alfordod the Soattloitcs to have their 
revenge. 

With regard to tho insinuation of your 
correspondent that our team was afraid to 
meet their opponents, I think Victoria 
can afTord to puss this over, Iiaving won 
botli previous luatclies. In liaving ac- 
cepted tlio ohalloiige of Now Westminster 
(which was known to bo a far stronger 
team than Seattle) I think thoy liave prov- 
ed that thoy are not Ukely to show tho 
" white feather."

Joo (Littio), a Suniass Indian, linving 
boon duly cautioned, .stated tliat lio left 
liis lionio to eoiue to Victoria Avitli i\ chief 
named iiob and two othor IndiKn.s. Ho 
reached Logan's house, wlien ho wanted 
to fix his paddles; leaving Logan's lio 
paddlod over to whoro Jacob \vna living 
as ho wished to got anothor Indian who 
lived in n houso close to Jacob; when ho 
got close to where the liouso.-i where lie 
connnenced to sing and the iieojiU; came 
out to see wliat was tlio matter; he tohl 
thorn ho felt good towards them and 
that made him sing. Big Joo then 
^oko to witness and told him that 
Jacob had cut his brotlior oud an old 
man, and that the old man was dead. 
Went to the house to see tlio oUl man, he 
was not dead tlion; asked him how he was 
and told liim to keep up his spirits, that 
ho would take care of liim and take him 
to his house; he .started to take him when 
another Indian told him it was no good 
08 the old man was nearly dead. \Vitnca3 
then wont hack to Mr. Log.in's liouse and 
askqd liim if ho know anything about it, 
and then told him that Jacoli liad killed 
Ilia brother and iinother liulian named 
Kai-uks-an. ^Mr. ''Logan asked \vitno.ss 
what they were going to do with Jacob ? 
and witness told him that thoy would go 
to Dr. Howell about it; took the old man 
to Sumas, where he died; after the old 
man was dead washed him n.nd saw all his 
wounds, about 1(1 altogether; on the night 
of the fourth day the wound on his side 
"got worse and tlie air came through very 
freely, the old man being in great pain; 
lie died early on the lifth day; they sewed 
liim up in four blankets and a sail and 
laid him out in their burial i^rciund. 

His Honor then reUKiiuled the pi-isoner 
till Monday next. 

Toby, a Barclay Sound Indian, charged 
. with.having killed one Nots-kai-sucks, an 
Indian woman, about the end of February, 
1877. 

George Logan, being swoni, taid he 
knew the prisoner Toby; he came to wit- 
ness' station the latter part of February, 
1^77, and said he had killed,-', woman, but 
did not mention her namo; lie wanted 
witness to giro him a letter to certify that 
ho was justified in doing it. He believed 
Thomas Laugliton sent a letter to Dr. 
Powell about the atl'air. Toliy gave as a 
reason that he was justified l)ec;iuse she 
was a modiciuo woman and liad attended 
his children andhe believedpuisoiied tlieiii. 

Sam, a B.irclay Sound Indian, iiaving 
been duly cautioned, said ho know the 
prisoner; ho took an axe and went down 
to the beach for wood when he lieard a 
gun fired in a house near by; he turned 
round to see what wa.s the matter, when 
lio saw^oby coming out of the house with 
liis gun and dragging ;i klootclinian after 
him by the hair of the liead; her name 
was Kuts-kai-suclcs; there wore two other 
Indian women from Capo Flattery in the 
hou.-iQ at tlie time maldng mats; Nets-kai- 
Bucks was dead at the lime Toly dragged 
her out of the house; Toby buried the 
klootchman. 

Tlio case was then adjourned till Mon- 
day next.

Tlirilliaff Adventure. 

a DIVBK in TIlECLUTCnKS OF A DliVIL KIHII. 

• Tlie diver engaged at tho Moyiio river, 
Belfast, in removing tho reef, had a rather 
narrow escape from losing his life on 
Thursday evening, 7th ult. It appears 
that Mr. Similo luul fired oil" a charge of 
dynamite and displaced a large cpiaiitity 
of atones at the bottom of tho river. He 
went down to prepare for lifting these 
stones by the aid of chains into tho punt, 
While engaged in rolling over a large 
•tone, he saw something which ho suppos- 
ed at the, time w.xs a piece of clean looking 
kelp, moving about in front of where ho 
was working. ''In a few seconds his object 
c.Miic in contact with tho diver's arm, 
about which it quickly coiled, p.ai'tly hold- 
ing him. Immediately Mr. Smalo touch- 
ed what was coiled round hi.-? arm ho be- 
came aware of his position and tried to 
e.\tricato himself from the grasp of a "sea- 
devil," but found it a far more diflicult 
task than ho anticipated. Catching hold 
of the part hanging from the arm, ho 
w.alkod along tlie bottom of the river to- 
ward tlie end of it when he saw he was 
firmly held by one of tlie feelers of a larga 
octopus, bettor known among sailors as 
the " devil-fish." Mj\ Smalo tried to pull 
the fish off from its hold on the rocks, but 
without effect for a time. At last the fish 
perhaps thinking it had not got suflicient 
hold or power upon its proy, luoBeiiod it- 
self from tho stones, and quickly trans- 
ferred its feelers or arms around tho di- 
ver's legs and body. In this position Mr. 
Smalo thought tho best thing for him to 
do was to get upon dock as soon as possi- 
ble, and ho quickly made tracks for tho 
ladder, which reaches from the dock of 
tho punt to the bottom of the river. The 
diver was certainly a curious looking object 
when ho came up. This liuge, ugly-look- 
ing thing apiieared to be entangled all 
over him, holding him in a firm embrace. 
However, Mr. Smale's fellow-workmen 
were not long in freeing liim from tho un- 
friendly liug of his submarine companion. 
The body i)ortion of the octopus was about 
the size of a large soiip-phite, with eyes 
in its head like those of a sheep, but it 
possessed nine arms, ^ach about four feet 
in length, at tho butL. ,G thick as a man's 
wrist, tapering off at tlie'^'end to as fine a 
point as that of a pen-knife; thus it could 
spread over an area of iiino feet in diame- 
ter. All the way .along tho underneath 
part of each feeler are suckers every quar- 
ter of an inch, givhig it immense power. 
Mr. Smole declares it was powerful enough 
to keep three men under water. — JFarr-

-A Terrible Bereavement. 



On Tuo.sday morning, 2d inst, a man 
named Shirley pulled over to Mr. 
Logau's.ranch, which is situated on the 
main slough of the Lewis and Clark 
river, leaving his boat (a sniull dingy) 
at the usual landuig near Logaii'.s 
house. About noon the father .saw tho 
oldest boy, George, and his brother 
Henry in the boat paddling around; of 
which ho took no notice as it was al- 
most an eveiy day occun'cnce, and he 
was aiiprehensive of no danger. Not 
long nfterwanln the two boys came 
ashore, went up to the liou.se and got 
Walter, the youiige.st lioy, to go down 
with them, then took to tho boat again. 
This was tlie last time the poor little 
fellows were seen alivo. Between one 
aud two o'clock, Mr. Logan, who 'was 
working on his place, lieard tho boys 
hallooing and shouting, but as thoy 
were in tho liabit of doing this when 
playing together, it did not excite his 
.suspicious that anything was wrong and 
ho con.scquently paid no attention to it. 
Some time having elapsed and the boys 
not returning to their liou.se, their par- 
ents concluded that thoy had gone to 
meet Willie, another brother who had 
been sent on an errand, prc^-iou.sly, to a 
neighbor's. 

Willie returned soon afterward alone, 
and not having seen anything of iii.s 
brothers, the su.spicion was now first 
aroused tiiat all wa.s not right. With 
a fearful presentiiiient of evil, Mr. and 
Mm. Logan jumped into a I)oat to 
search for tho lost innocent.s. It was 
not very long before thoy found the 
frail dingy bottom up in tho slough, 
but no sign of the lost chihlreii, dead 
or alive. As the tide ebbs and llow.s 
regularly up these .slough.s, tliere was 
no tidling how far the dingj- might 
have drift(Hl from the spot where it 
had capsized, and Henry, tho eldest 
of tho three, being au expert swimmer, 
and tho slough so narrow that ho liad 
swam across it scones of times, it seeiin!!! 
to tin) terror stricken parents an im- 
possibility that all wf'ro lost. With 
piomng agony did tho cry of that poor 
mother cTcavo tho evening twilight, 
and calling, each in turn, her darling 
boys by name, tlie only answer returnetl 
was the faint echo across the placid 
water from the hillside skirting the 
edge of the river. By this time Mr. 
Shirley had returned, and with Mr. 
Ingalls and other neighbors of Mr. Lo- 
gan, had [irocured .a boat and joined in 
t^he Boarch. About S o'clock i'..M., the 
tide being low and the water clear, 
these gentlorucn diHcovered the bodies 
of the poor boys, CTCorge and Henry, 
clo.so together, and little Walter not 
more than four foot from them. 



Ho-w to keep Eeys at Homo. 

"A Farmer's Son," in an intelligent 
letter to t\\o Jium I Worlil, gives a frank 
statement of liis views as to tho reason 
whjr the young folka leave tho farm, 
and the means most likely to stop the 
exodus. There is good sense in what 
he says, and it is worthy the considera- 
tion of all concerned. 

FarmorB' boys are human, and just 
as long as the present troad-mill system 
of farming is pursued, just so long will 
they cro\yd into cities that arc already 
full to •'^erfloAviiig, and stand behind 
counters at starvation salaries, and try 
to elbow their way into jirofcssions 
that aflbrd only one chance in ten of 
making a living. Farming, as con- 
ducted by a gi'eat many (1 do not say 
that all farmers are so), is a perfect 
drudger}'. I do not wonder that their 
sons tiro of, and become willing to do 
anything in a city rather than farm. 
If a farmer owns a good fai'in aud has 
three or four sons, or five or six (which 
very often happens), instead of con- 
tenting himself with enough, he imag- 
ines he hasn't half land enough for the 
boys, so ho buys another farm and goes 
in debt for it. Tiieu coninionces the 
struggle to pay interest and meet ])ay- 
ments. The farmer works and his 
family work. They work from Mon- 
day morning till Saturd.ay night, and 
some of them on Sunday. They liave 
no time for recreation and no inclina- 
tion for it. 1'ho house goes unpainted 
and the yaril fence tumbles down. 
Improvements cost time and money, 
and the farmer who ia in debt can spare 
neither. Is it strange that boys, and 
girls too, become weary of a pursuit 
out of which all tjie brightness seems 
to be crushecR There is no reason why 
a farmer's life and a farmer's home 
should not be just as pleasant as any- 
one's, if he will content himself without 
owning all the land that joins him. In- 
stead of trying to buy ouU" iiis neigii- 
bors, he should devote some of his spare 
cash to tho im]irovemcnt of his home. 
He should have books and music and 
pictures. If tliere is any inuaiciil tal- 
ent in tho family, ho fdiould cultivate 
it. Instead of stopping to consider 
what the cost of a musical instrument 
would amount to a hundred years 
iienco at compound interest, ho should 
consult tho present good of his family 
and get one. Whenever fanners' sons 
and daughters can have more of the 
pleasant things in life and less of the 
toil and self-denial, then and not till 
then, will they be satisfied to stay on 
the farm and helji to make it what it 
really is (if rightly conducted), the most 
pleasant of all pursuits.

In the first place, says a correspon- 
dent of the Jioch/ Jfountiiin I/iubaitd- 
iiian, T hold that a fowl well cared for 
w ill act get sick, and when she does it 
is better to look for the cause, and then 
you will generally fmil the. cure. 
Mismanagement in most cases is the 
trouble. 

lat. Hf!iiH, non-sitters, do not need 
any crowtling to make them lay. They 
should rather be held back for health. 
!Many times they are crowded with 
warm food and jiepper, oven though 
moulting, and fail under the pressure — 
lay themselves to death. 

2d. Sitters, or those predisposed to 
fat, aro over-fed with warm meal, aud 
not enougii of wheat and the like, and 
are taken with ajjoplexy or leg weaken- 
ing, or cann(3t drop tlio egg, and die in 
the nest. 

3th. A few small hens are put with 
vory heavy, vigorous cooks and aro 
killed. 

Ith. They go without water perhaps 
one day, and have plenty the next, or 
have foul water to drink all tho time, 
and are soon taken witii the gapes, or 
diarrhoea, or witirdiolera. 

5tL They do not have what thoy want 
and aro forced to oat filthy or poisonous 
matter; or 

Gth. They do not havi! a chango of 
diet, and are good subjects for many 
di.seases. 

7th. They do not have a good clean 
dust bath, and green food, and aro 
troubled with vermin or lose their 
feathers. 

8tli. One or two are (luarrelsomo, 
and worry others to death. 

!)tii. They go out in all kinds of 
weathers, stand in the rain or snow, or 
are obliged to roost whore tho wind 
blows on them; they got cold and havo 
tiie roup. 

10th. They don't havo animal food, 
and eat tlunr own featliers and eggs. 

In any of these cases the first thing 
to bo done .should be to look for the 
cause, and check it at once. 

Setting hens. — Put a tablespoonful 
of sulphur into tho nest as soon as tho 
hens or turkeys aro .set. Tho heat of 
the fowls causes tlie fumes of the sul- 
phur to penetrate every part of their 
bodies, every lou.se is killed, and, as all 
the nits are hatched within ten days, 
when tho mother leaves tho nest with 
lier brood she is perfectly free fi-orn nits 
or lice. It is convenient to have two 
hens hatching at tho same time, since, 
if accidents hajipen, the two broods 
ni.ay bo united. Again, on the hatch- 
ing day it frequently occurs that, to 
prevent the now-born chicks being 
crushed by eggs that are behind time, 
it is desirable to give all that aro hatch- 
ed to one hen, while tho other takes 
cliarge of the eggs alone. Not only 
docs this givo security to the chicks, who 
run some hazard of being crushed, if 
they are kept for any prolonged time 
under the mother, but tho unhatchod 
eggs also stand a far bettor chance. 
For when a hen finds her chicken un- 
der her she sits higher from tho eggs; 
and loss warmth is afforded them at tho 
time when thoy require most. 

The MENNONrriF..s in Nebraska teach 
Americans a trick worth knowing. 
Tliey have introduced a simple furnace 
for burning straw as fuel. The thing 
costs S5 for the iron work, and the 
rest of it ia brick. A ton of straw 
goes as far as a half ton of coal. The 
straw is twisted or pressed into hard 
rolls or cakes. 

In Texas, according to the Papular 
Science Moiilhli/, camels are raised as 
easily as hor.scs and cattle. Thoy feed 
on cactus and brush, refusing all grasses. 
Tho females, with proper care, givC' a 
colt every year. 

Mr. Meclii, the famous scientific far- 
mer of England, estimates that fifteen 
hundred sheep folded on an acre of land 
for twenty-four hours, or one hundred 
sheep for fifteen days, would manure 
the soil sufficiently to caiTy it through 
a four years' rotation. 

Honsohold Bocoipts. 



Scotch Cake. — One pound brown 
sugar, one pound flour, one-half pound 
butter, two eggs, one teaspoonful cinna- 
mon; roll very thin and bake. 

Susie's Cake. — One cup of butter, 
two of sugar, throe of flour (heaping), 
and four egg.s. Sift one tablespoonful 
of soda in the flour. 

CitAii-Ai'PLE SwEBT CiDEii. — Heat a 
pint of vinegar and a pound of sugar, 
mace, and cloves together, and pour 
over the crab-apples for six mornings. 
Plums, cherries, and peaches make de- 
lightful pickle done in that way. 

To Use Up Cold Meats. — Prcjiaro 
your meat as for Juish; fill a deep dish 
with boiled inaccaroni; on the top of that 
place th(! lia.sh; cover it with tomatoes, 
over which sprinkle bread crumbs, witli 
a little butter; bake until nicely Virown- 
ed. 

BuTTEnsiiLK Muffins. — One quart 
Imttermilk, two eggs, butter the size of 
an egg, two flat tea sjioonfuls soda mix- 
ed in a littio water, or one teaspoonful 
saleratuR, two tea spoonfuls salt, flour 
to make thick batter. Bake in rings 
in a quick oven. 

Crumpets. — Three cupfuls raised 
dough, work into it one-lialf c|fpful 
softened butter, three eggs, and' mix 
suflicient to make a stiU' batter; turn 
into buttered pans and let it nmiain fif- 
teen minutes before baking; bake one- 
half hour. 

Beep Tea. — One pound lean beef, 
chopped fine; put in clean vessel with 
a cover; add one pint of cold water, and 
four drops of muriatic acid; stand on 
back of range one hour; then simmer 
two hours; strain and add four cloves 
and ono tea-spoonful salt;

XCiscollaneous. 



A good story is told of an ■ Ogdens- 
burg contractor in connection with the 

late Fenian raid scare. Cornelius Daly, 
of that city, owns a steam tug. This 
was chartered, it is said, by a number 
of Feuian.s, for the purpose of making 
a descent on Canada ; Cornelius, how- 
ever, was not a dynamite man, and 
first sailed over and warned' the Cana- 
dians ; then taking some scows sailed 
back, intending to take the Fenians on 
board and dump his precious freight in 
tho river. The ruse was discovered, 
and Jlr. Daly has lost any chances ho 
may have luid of being a Fenian leader. 

A fearful case of cruelty comes from 
New Jersey. !Mr. .lohn Provost mar- 
ried a woman in Pequannock township; 
failing to agree lie left her, and she 
then vented her rage on his children by 
a former marriage. She beat the eldest 
boy with a poker. His back and sides 
wore horribly bruised, holes were torn 
in his flcah by the jagged prong of the 
[)oker. AVhen ho was almost insensi- 
ble her cruelty culminated in an at- 
tempt to roast the boy's hands and 
feet. She built up the fire in the stove 
until the heat waa most intense. Then 
she held the boy over the fire desjiite 
his struggles and screams until his 
hands and face wore horribly burned. 
After this she threw him on tho floor 
to writhe in agony, and gloated o\-er 
his sufieringH. Finally slio loft him, 
and went out of tho house, tolling no 
person of the pitiful condition of tho 
lad. He was found still lying on tho 
floor and moaning with pain by tiie 
poormaster of tho town. Tho woman 
has iled, and if found it is feared she 
will be lynched. 

An excellent paint for ceilings and 
walls has boon invented by a German 
named Reissig. It prevents tho forma- 
tion of fungi, and renders the surfaces 
coated with it im))erineable to fluids 
or vaj)orHand cajiable of being washed 
down with boiling water without inju- 
ry. Tiio paint is a solution of about 50 
grammes of stearato of soda in 1,000 
grammes of spirit Jiaving a specific gra- 
vity of 66. The solution may bo given 
any desired tint by the use; of aniline 
dyes, or of ochre, ultramarine, or sucli 
other colors as are not subject to ih>- 
comjio.sition. 

If Adam could for ten minutes come 
to life would ho recognize tho old place, 
the same old city lots, tho same old 
lemons, oranges, figs, elephants, snakes, 
dandelions, pio plant, peanuts, sassa- 
fras and persimmons that he used to 
namo up and chalk dcwii ?

One 
of her feats is to lift up an anvil by 
the hair of her head, and then have tlio 
same anvil jilaced on her bosom, while 
throe sraitlia forgo a horseshoe with 
their hammers, she talking and singing 
all the while. 

Of course, my readers know that 
fanc3'-dre8S balls have become a ])opular 
institution in England now, and that 
women of all ages have been clamoring 
for invitations to these gatherings. The 
concoction of the fancy dross has beconn;
